Former Kaiser Wilhelm II, once 
leader of the world’s m ightiest war 
machine, died in his Dutch exile 
at Doom today even as Germans 
under the swastika regime of Adolf 
Hitler declared th at Britain was 
“bleeding to death’’ from wounds in 
her lifelines across the seas.

The Nazi claim th at England was 
“bleeding to death"—based on an 
assertion that half B ritain’s pre-war 
m erchant fleet has been destroyed— 
would have rung familiarly in the 
old kaiser’s ears. 
He would have recalled an hour of 
false hope in his own heyday, in 
April, 1917, when the British were 
declared to have been “beaten to 
their knees" by the kaiser’s sink-on- 
sight U-boat campaign. 
Less than 17 months later, Wil­ 
helm fled a beaten Germany to take 
refuge in Holland. He never went 
back.

MERIT 
'TA STE and acclaim are strange. 
The public has moods like an 
individual. Think of the immortal 
writers and poets who died young 
and hungry, unsung and neglected 
as well! George Meredith wrote a 
book called "The Shaving of Shag- 
pat" that Oeorge Eliot could not 
praise enough when It appeared 
And in one of the books of Lafcadio 
Hearn I once read where he said 
th a t everything th a t Meredith had 
w ritten 
w^s 
forgotten 
"Shagpat” 
would still live. 
Then it was th a t I hunted until 
I found a first edition of this book, 
paying $50.00 for lit And yet nine 
years passed before a second edition 
was published Meredith never wrote 
to become popular. T hat is one of 
the reasons why he is apt not to be 
forgotten. 
We neither read nor hear much of 
Daniel Defoe these days Yet he was 
a most prolific writer. He wrote 
pamphlets by the score and in the 
British Museum exist (let us hope !> 
nine big volumes of his writings that 
are to be found nowhere else in the 
world. His name, however, is known 
by almost every schoolboy for at 
least one book—Robinson Crusoe 
The remarkable fact about this book 
ie that It was not written until th# 
writer was past 60 years of age! I 
attended a sale recently and heard 
an early printing of this story auc­ 
tioned off for $6,800! 
Even 
Shakespeare 
might 
have 
rested in obscurity as a writer had 
not a group of his loyal friends 
rescued from their dusty beds the 
works of his life. Today those first 
folios are worth more than their 
weight in gold. As a matter of fact. 
no material value could to placed 
upon them as works of genius be­ 
queathed to mankind 
One of the great novels of the 
world may be said to to Samuel 
Butler s "The Way of All Flesh." It 
was not published until after the 
author's death—yet Its first sales 
were extremely small. It wasn't a 
popular book—Just a great book, like 
Arnold Bennett’s "The Old Wives* 
Tale,” which also few noticed until 
Its flmsy first editions began to fall 
apart! 
It never pays to get discouraged 
because you fail of Immediate recog­ 
nition—so long as you feel that you 
have given something worthy to the 
world.

the first offense. $50 for the second, 
and $100 for subsequent violations. 
said he found "little sentiment on 
the committee for the changes.” 
Difficulty in enforcing the 
fines 
and differences in opinion between 
rural and urban communities led to 
the uncertainty, he explained, par­ 
ticularly since the legislature 
ap­ 
parently is nearing adjournment.

FOR AMENDMENT 


It Restores Workmen’s 
Compensation, Etc., 
To 1937 Status 


Chief Justice 


Charles Evans Hughes 
Had A Full And Bril­ 
liant Life- 


fBy the Associated Press] 
Before he ascended the bench as 
Chief Justice In 1930. Charles Evans 
Hughes had had a full and brilliant 
life in public service. 
An em inent lawyer, he served his 
native New York first in a series of 
special investigations, and later for 
two term s as governor. 
President T aft named him as­ 
sociated 
Justice 
of 
the Supreme 
Court in 1910, an office he resigned 
in 1916 to cam paign as the Republi­ 
can 
party’s 
nominee 
for 
presi­ 
dent of the United States. The 1916 
election was one of the most dram ­ 
atic in history. Hughes lost to Wood­ 
row Wilson by such a narrow m ar­ 
gin th a t he went to bed one night 
thinking he had been safely elect­ 
ed. only to awaken a defeated candi­ 
date. 
He was Secretary of State In the 
Harding and Coolidge adm inistra­ 
tions. In this role, he electrified the 
world by proposing drastic rearm a­ 
m ent to the 1921 W ashington arm s 
conference and ultim ately won some 
of hts recommendations.

• 
The illness of Mrs. Hughes for the 
past few m onths also contributed 
to his decision to leave the bench, 
it was said unofficially. 
She has 
wanted him to devote his rem aining 
days to relaxation and travel. 
They plan to rem ain in W ashing­ 
ton the rem ainder of this m onth and 
then, lf Mrs. Hughes is able to travel, 
to go to the C anadian Rockies. This 
is one of the Chief Justice’s favor­ 
ite vacation spots. 
•

• 
Chief Justice Hughes presided over 
the Supreme Court during one of the 
m ost turbulent periods of its history. 
T he controversy started early in 
the Roosevelt Adm inistration when 
the tribunal delivered a num ber of 
decisions overturning im portant New 
Deal legislation, such as the N ation­ 
al Industrial Recovery Act and the 
Agricultural Adjustm ent Act. 


Differences between the court and 
the A dm inistration reach a climax six weeks. 
in 1937 when Mr. Roosevelt proposed 
to Congress "new blood’’ be Injected 
into the court by adding a new m em ­ 
ber for each Justice over 70 years 
and 6 m onths of age who did not 
retire. 
The proposal precipitated a 
spectacular and acrimonious battle 
on Capitol HIU. 
Hughes was widely credited with 
playing an im portant behind-the- 
scenes role in bringing about the 
ultim ate defeat of the court re­ 
organization plan. 
This pubUc ac­ 
tivity, however, was confined to a 
letter to the Senate judiciary com­ 
m ittee saying the plan "would not 
promote the efficiency of the court.”

Specific­ 
ally, it was suggested th a t "gasless 
Sundays” be started, and th at the 
tem perature in oil heated homes be 
kept five degrees lower this winter. 
No federal program has yet been 
form ulated, however. 
Industry Offers 
A full report on the situation was 
subm itted yesterday 
to Secretary 
tokes, defense petroleum coordinator, 
by a committee of the petroleum in­ 
dustry. 
The Industry pledged its

And he could glance through a 
complicated legal brief, turning the 
pages rapidly, and at the end have 
a complete grasp of the issue. 
After an attorney had spent con­

time explaining to the 
Justices the facts of his case, Hughes 
alm ost invariably would summarize 
the dispute—in two or three sen­ 
tences 
Frequently he would come to the 
rescue of lawyers unable to lulu the

Should Be Three In 
Gettysburg 


To the Editor. The Gettysburg Time* 
It is interesting to learn th a t a 
group of public spirited citizens have 
taken the first step in a movement 
to provide playgrounds for G ettys­ 
burg’s 
youngsters. 
Their 
efforts 
should receive the support of adult 
individuals and organizations, clubs, 
churches and other groups. 
Youngsters deserve first consider­ 
ation They m ust have adequate out­ 
lets for pent up energies. They must 
have some place where their play 
can be supervised and where they 
will receive the proper guidance in 
developing their young bodies. 
Gettysburg had a playground a 
num ber of years ago. Two super­ 
visors were engaged during the sum ­ 
m er m onths to direct the play of 
youngsters. But the playground was 
soon abandoned and since th a t time 
no effort has been made to keep Hie 
children off the streets and out of 
alleys and away from dangerous 
places of play. 
Gettysburg is a splendid com­ 
m unity 
with 
fine 
schools 
and 
churches, always a barom eter of 
progressiveness. But it is without a 
playground. Youngsters must find 
their own fields of play. If they are 
turned out "on their own” during 
the summer months and other va­ 
cation periods and leisure hours they 
are not responsible, entirely, for 
their actions. If they are not guided 
in their conduct they are apt to be 
led into wrongful acts. 
The next meeting to stim ulate in ­ 
terest in playgrounds is scheduled 
for June 16th. It should be well a t­ 
tended.

operation. The need is an urgent one 
One playground will not be sufficient.
